The State of New York, in 1860  pro- 
duced 4,430,348 less bushels of wheat, 163,- 
011 less tons of hay, and 618,828 less 
pounds of wool, and had 108,078 less of 
swine, 97,773 less of cattle, 114,280 less of 
horses, and 835,386 less of sheep, than in 
1850—milch cows heing the only stock in- 
creased during the last ten years, which 
was 193,810 head more than in 1850. In 
Ohio, according to the Agricultural Report 
of that State for 1858, 87,821 acres more 
land were sowed to wheat that year than 
wore sowed in 1850; there were produced 
1,454,412 bushels less wheat than was 
raised in 1850; this shows an average f 
ing of 7,50 bushels per acre between those 
seasons; aud the Report further shows an 
average annual loss of over four bushels’ to 
the acre for the eight years. 

All the New England States have fallen 
off in the crop of cheese, sheep, swine and

cise on lower ones ?—whether an engrossment

Tue Prorits or Fauir Growine.—In 
areport made to the Agricultural Society 
of Kentucky, we find somo statements 
worthy of consideration. 

Four or five yoars ago, a peach orchard- 
ist in Ohio was offered $18,000 for the 
fruit on twenty acres of peach trees, while 
it was yet growing, and more than amonth 
before the period at which the earliest part 
of it would ripen. He declined the propo- 
sition, and realized about $20,000 from 
the same fruit, by gathering and selling it 
to customers himself. This, however, was 
a most extraordinary instance of a good 
combination of circumstances, viz :—fine 
fruit, read: market, and high prices. It 
is one of those happy accidents which oo- 
cur only once ina very long while, And, 
besides, four or five years of labor and caro 
had preceded this crop, which was the first 
borne upon the trees, : < 

Some vineyards noar Cincinnati hayo in 
favorable seasons, produced nearly 1,000 
per acre; but a much more common yield, 
one year with another, is about $260; a 
sum for about which good land iu the Ohio 
Valley, easily accessible to the best mar- 
kets, may be bought, trenched, planted, 
(the prive of slips included,) staked (with 
oak,) and oultiyated io its fourth year. 
The fourth year brings a crop—though not 
afull one. Let the avails of this go for 
interest and contingencies, and the account 
will then stand thus: Cost of a bearing 
vineyard per acre, $250; yalue of orop 

fifth 350. Account balanced, [capi- 
tal, interest and nditures for labor 
being rapid,] and closed. Within the 
succeeding five years, the equivalent of: 
four crops may be counted upon. This is 
equal to $1,000, which, divided by five,
